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SHADES OF INGERSOLL 


In the days following the Civil 
war, Colonel Robert Ingersoll be- 
came one of the most widely 
known lecturers in America. He 
claimed to be an atheist and 
toured the country “proving” the 
non-existence of God. He ridiculed 
the miracles of the Bible, claimed 
the Scriptures were filled with 
superstition, error, nonsense and 
contradictions. He especially de- 
tested the Old Testament and 
often spoke on the “mistakes” of 
Moses. 

The Colonel really was an at- 
tractive speaker. He was eloquent 
and delivered his lectures with 
wicked, sarcastic wit. And he was 
certainly a showman with a flair 
for dramatics. He would climax 
his' lectures by denouncing the 
God of the Bible as a cowardly, 
blood-thirsty, vengeful, spiteful 
tyrant. Inevitably most of his 
hearers would be shocked by these 
bold, blasphemous words, and it 
was then that he would pull his 
watch from his pocket with a 
flourish, raise his hand dramatic- 
ally, lift his face toward the ceil- 
ing and roar something like this: 

“God, are you up there some. 
where? I don’t believe you exist, 
but if you do, I here and now 
brand you a coward and a bully. 
I hate you and defy you and will 


do'so as long as I live. So why 
don’t you kill me right now? If 
there is a God, I dare him to kill 
me before this minute is up!” 


After one minute had passed, 
he would put his watch back in 
his pocket and declare he had 
proved conclusively in just sixty 
seconds that God did not exist. 


I suppose there is no doubt but 
that Old Bob and his watch did 
impress many shallow, unthinking 
and unsaved people. And, of 
course, many wicked little men 
began to imitate him, There were 
many foul-mouthed, rebellious, un- 
regenerated “little Ingersolls” who 
ran around the country holding 
up watches and daring God to kill 
them in one minute. Perhaps none 
of these imitators were quite as 
luckless, however, as a well-known. 
lecturer who had the misfortune 
of having a Moody Bible Institute 
student in his audience. 


It was at Bughouse Square in 
Chicago. Here soap box orators— 
mostly atheists and/or commun- 
ists—harangue their followers and 
loafers who gather daily the year 
‘round. On this particular day 
there was a well known atheis- 
tic lecturer in Chicago who was

Word, “was God.” Of this per- 
son, “the Word,” the following 
passage, John 1:3-12, says: 

“All things were made by him; 
and without him was not any 
thing made that was made. In 
him was life; and the life was the 
light of men. And the light shin- 
eth in darkness; and the dark- 
ness comprehended it not. There 
was a man sent from God, whose 
name was John, The same came 
for a witness, to bear witness of 
the Light, that all men through 
him might believe. He was not 
that Light, but was sent to bear 
witness of that Light. That was 
the true Light, which lighteth 
every man that cometh into the 
world. He was in the world, and 
the world was made by him, and 
the world knew him not. He 
came unto his own, and his own 
received him not. But as many 
as received him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of 
God, even to them that believe 
on his name.” 

It is obvious that here Jesus 
Christ is meant. He is the Light 
of the world. He is “the Word.” 
But Christ was not only with the 
Father in the beginning, He was 
God. The world was made by 
Him, as verses 3 and 10 insist, 
so Jesus is Creator. This lan- 
guage cannot be misunderstood 
and every Bible exegete whom I 
know understands that Jesus 
Christ is the One here referred 
to, and I do not see how an in- 
telligent men could ‘think it 
means anything else. Therefore 
Jesus is God, the Creator, one 
with the Father. 

3. Hebrews 1:2, 3 expressly says 
says that Christ is the Son of 
God, the heir of all things, the 
person by whom He created the 
worlds, the brightness of God’s 
glory and the express image of 
God’s person, even now uphold- 
ing all things by the word of His 
power. Jesus has the attributes 
and power of deity, as the Scrip- 
tures repeatedly claim. 

4. In Matthew 19:17 Jesus re- 
plied to the man who called Him 
“Good Master,” or meaning 
“teacher,” “rabbi,” and_= said: 
“Why callest thou me _ good? 
there is none good but one, that 
is, God.” Here Jesus scorns the 
title of teacher or rabbi, and in- 
sists that if He is not God, then 
He is not good. Here Jesus claims 
for Himself what He everywhere 
else claims, that He is God’s Son 
in a unique manner, wholly dif- 
ferent from other men, that He 
is one with the Father in His 
deity. 

Everywhere that Jesus is spo- 
ken of as the Son of God (often 
as “the only begotten Son of 
God’), the term naturally in- 
volves His deity. He was the Son 
of God not in some figurative 
sense, but literally He partook of 
the nature of God in every de- 
tail, even in His eternal pre- 
existence and power. 


5. You take entirely too lightly 
the statement of Jesus, “I and my 
Father are one.” You say it sim- 
ply means that Jesus agreed with 
the Father. But the context. ex- 
pressly states,” I give unto them 
eternal life; and they shall never 
perish, neither shall any man 
pluck them out of my hand. My 
Father, which gave them me, is 
greater than all; and no man is 
able to pluck them out of my 
Father’s hand. I and my Father 
are one” (John 19:28-30). And 
the Jews were right, when, in 
the same passage, the third verse 
below, they accused Jesus “. .. 
thou, being a man, makest thy- 
self God.” Jesus was literally 
claiming to be God, claiming to 
have the power of God, claiming 
to have the power to give eter- 
nal life, claiming to have the 
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power ‘to protect His own in ex- 
actly the same way that God the 
Father protects His own. Jesus 
was clearly proclaiming His deity 
and the Jews so understood Him. 
And Jesus did not deny His deity, 
but in answering these Jews 
clearly confessed that He was 
claiming to be the Son of God 
(note, not a Son of God, but the 
unique Son of God), doing the 
very works that the Father did. 

I am astonished to find that 
there are professing Christians 
anywhere who do not believe what 
the Bible so clearly teaches and 
what historic Christianity has al- 
ways believed, the doctrine of the 
Trinity and that Christ Himself is 
God incarnate. 

I assure you that if one believes 
the Bible, there is no alternative 
but to accept what it clearly 
teaches, that Jesus is very God 
come in human flesh.

Billy Graham on Hell 


I prepared an address. With curi- 
ous expressions on their faces 
and neglect in their hearts, eight- 
een of those fellows filed in on 
Sunday night. When the .appeal 
was made, eight responded to re- 
ceive Christ as personal Saviour. 

Some time ago it was my privi- 
lege to preach in a very large and 
“important” church. In the morn- 
ing service I preached on the 
miracles of Christ. Everyone seem- 
ed to be thrilled and many spoke 
kindly. Being led of the Spirit, 
I presented a message on eternal 
punishment in the evening service. 
After the message the people filed 
out and no one present ventured 
to shake hands. The pastor came 
to me later and said that I had 
preached on the most unpopular 
subject that a person could preach 
on in his church and that I would 
probably never get an invitation 
to return. 

During the course of a great 
city-wide campaign in Manchester, 
England, I presented this message 
again. One of the leaders came to 
me and said, “This is the first 
time I have heard a message on 
this subject since R. A. Torrey 
was here years ago.” He said, “I 
don’t think you made too many 
friends because you preached it.” 

Most people like to hear about 
the love of God and glories of 
Heaven, but there is no sermon 
subject more unpopular for a 
young preacher than the subject 
of eternal punishment. There is 


no subject that will cause more} 


controversy, misunderstanding and 
debate than this topic. However, 
if we are true to the Word of 
God, we must deal in some way 
with this subject. It has a promi- 
nent part in Scripture. The Bible 
says more about Hell than about 
Heaven. Because truth is unpopu- 
lar does not mean that it should 
not be proclaimed. 

Since there are many questions 
in the minds of young people 
wherever I go, I find it necessary 
to deal continually with this sub- 
ject in the light of Scripture. 

Daniel must have had similar 
difficulties when he said, “O my 
Lord, what shall be the end of 
these things?” (Dan. 12:8). What 
is the end, the final testing, of the 
individual? Does he end at death, 
or does he enter into another state 
of being? Under what conditions 
of happiness or woe does he exist 
there? What is the end, the final 
aim, of the great whole? 

Certainly we cannot tell young 
people not to ask these questions. 
They will ask them and they 
must ask them! I find, in con- 
versations with young people, that 
they are seeking reality and are 
examining eagerly every scrap 
of fact or trace of evidence which 
indicates an answer. They try 
from the experiences of the past 
and the knowledge of the present 
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to deduce what the future will be. 
They peer as far as they can into 
the unseen, and when knowledge 
fails, they weave pictures from 
their hopes. The truth concerning 
Hell is probably the hardest of all 
the teachings of Christianity for 
youth to receive. If we ask the 
reason, We receive various ans- 
wers. Some tell us that to hear 
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Hell that are finding widespread 
acceptance among university and 
college young people today. 


A. Universalism 


This teaching finds its modern 
exponents in such men.as- Dr. 
Samuel Cox. They summarize 
their view in a sentence: “Through 
the power of redemption there 
will result the general restoration 
of all human souls.” 

Perhaps Tennyson had this in 
mind when he said, “The wish 
that of the living whoie no life 
may fail beyond the grave.” This 
view is held by the author of the 
Concordant Version, whose very 
purpose was to propagate this 
view of eternal punishment. This 
theory is pure speculation and has 
absolutely no Scriptural back- 
ground. In other words, they say 
that sometime, somewhere, every- 


one will be saved. They maintain 
that Dillinger, Hitler and Musso- 
lini will go to the same place .as 
Wesley and Moody. Cox and his 
followers believe that the word , 
“eternal”. or “everlasting” does 
not mean “forever.” However, the 
sfme word which speaks of eter- 
nal punishment is used also in 
describing the length of reward to 
those in Christ. 

Dr. William Evans says, ‘“Fair- 
ness demands that.we make the 
joy of the righteous and the pun- 
ishment of the wicked both qualify 
as they are the same Greek word, 
are the same duration.” 

Eternal punishment will last as 
long as the joy of the righteous. 
Further, the Scriptures present 
the punishment of the wieked not 
only as eternal but, as the Revised 
Version puts it, “unto the ages of

B. Annihilation 

Russellism, Millennial-Dawnism, 
Jehovah’s Witnesses, the Watch 
Tower and Tract Society (the 
names change so often that I am 
not sure what the latest is!) main- 
tain that the wicked shall be 
absolutely destroyed and put out 
of existence at death. In other 
words, the moment you die, you 
cease to exist. Stress is laid upon 
passages dealing with destruction 
and consuming fire: “The text 
most strongly urged as teaching 
the annihilation theory if rightly 
interpreted will be seen to refer 
to the removal of the earth and 
not to future retribution” (Evans). 

For example, those who teach 
annihilation quote as a supporting 
text Psalm 37:20: “But the wicked 
shall perish, and the enemies of 
the Lord shall be as the fat of 
lambs: they shall consume; into 
smoke shall they consume away.” 
This Psalm was written for the 
encouragement of Israel and 
against. her enemies and their 
power on the earth. This earthly 
power shall be utterly destroyed 
and shall be of no more account 
than the smoke of a burnt sacri- 
fice. The great truth taught in 
this verse is that the earth is the 
habitation of the saint and that 
the wicked shall have no part in 
it. Yet our friends who advocate 
annihilation blindly take texts out 
of their context and build entire 
philosophies and doctrines around 
them. Many young people un- 
taught in the Word are led astray 
by these zealous but blind mis- 
sionaries of heresy. 5 


C. Future Probation 


In my early teens I listened 
frequently to sermons on this sub- 
ject. Once I heard a prominent 
preacher say that after several 
thousands of years: of suffering 
the wicked would have a second 
opportunity for salvation. This 
sounded good. to me. I could live 
as I liked here and if I rejected 
salvation I would still have an- 
other chance! But as I study the 
Word of God carefully I do not 
find one verse of Scripture that 
even hints or indicates that there 
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will be a second chance, after 
death. God’s Word strongly de- 
elares, “Now is the accepted time; 
behold, now is the day of sal- 
vation.” The Bible indicates that 
the moment your heart stops tick- 
ing and your last breath has gone, 
your last opportunity of salvation 
has gone also. 


II. The Certainty 
of Punishment 
A.The Bible says so. 
“I am tormented in this flame” 
(Luke 16:24). “Whosoever shall 


say, Thou fool, shall be in danger 
of hell fire” (Matt. 5:22). 


+ “The Son of man shall send 


forth his angels, and they shall 
gather out of his kingdom all 
things that offend, and them 
which do iniquity; and shall cast 
them into a furnace of fire: there 
shall be wailing and gnashing of 
teeth” (Matt. 13:41-42). 

“So shall it be at the end of the 
world: the angels shall come 
forth, and sever the wicked from 
among the just, and shall cast 
them into the furnace of fire: 
there shall be wailing and gnash- 
ing of teeth” (Matt. 13:49-50). 

“Then shall he say also unto 
them on the left hand, Depart 
from me, ye cursed, into ever- 
lasting fire, prepared for the devil 
and his angels” (Matt. 25:41). 

“And if thy hand offend thee, 
cut it off: it is better for thee 
to enter into life maimed, than 
having two hands to go to hell, 
into the fire that never shall be 
quenched: where their worm dieth 
snot, and the fire is not quenched” 
(Mark 9:43-44). 

“But he will burn up the chaff 
with. unquenchable fire” (Matt. 
3:12). 

“In flaming fire taking venge- 
ance on them that know not God, 
and that obey not the gospel of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, who shall 
be punished with everlasting de- 
struction from the presence of the 
Lord, and from the glory of his 
power” (II Thess. 1:8). 

“The same shall drink of the 
wine of the wrath of God, which 
is poured out without mixture 
into the cup of his indignation; 
and he shall be tormented with 
fire and brimstone in the presence 
of the holy angels, and in the 
presence of the Lamb: and the 
smoke of their torment ascendeth 
up for ever and ever: and they 
have no rest day nor night” (Rev. 
14:10-11). 

“And death and hell were cast 
into the lake of fire. This is the 
second death. And whosoever was 
not found written in the book of 
life was cast into the lake of 
fire” (Rev. 20:14-15). 

“But the fearful, and unbeliev- 
ing, and the abominable, and mur- 
derers, and whoremongers, and 
sorcerers, and idolaters, and all 
liars, shall have their part in the 
lake which burneth with fire and 
brimstone: which is the second 
death” (Rev. 21:8). 

There are scores of additional 
Scripture verses we could quote, 
but there is one in particular that 
I want you to notice. 

A young man said to me some 
time ago, “My religion is the Ser- 
mon on the Mount. I don’t believe 
in Hell.” In Matthew 5:29 and 30 
we read that as Jesus was in the 
midst of His Sermon on the Mount 
He said, “And if thy right eye 
offend thee, pluck it out, and cast 
it from thee: for it is profitable 
for thee that one of thy members 
should perish, and not that thy 
whole body should be cast into 
hell. And if thy right hand offend 
thee, cut if off, and cast it from 
thee: for it is profitable for thee 
that one of thy members should 
perish, and not thy whole body 
should be cast into hell.” 

Yes! the New Testament is full 
of teaching concerning Hell. Jesus, 
Paul, John and Peter spoke con- 
cerning it. If you accept any part 
of the Word of God, you must ac-

B. All peoples have believed in it. 


Throughout my college days I 
emphasized the subject of scien- 
tific anthropology. We studied the 
history, the culture, and physical 
characteristics and the religions 
of peoples the world over. We did 
not find one group of people who 
did not believe that somehow, 
somewhere, they would pay for 
their sins and errors against their 
God. Innate in the heart and mind 
of man is the belief that when 
he breaks the moral laws of the 
universe he must suffer. I make 
bold to say further that man be- 
lieves innately that after death 
there will be some form of pun- 
ishment for the wicked, wayward 
life he led in his sojourn here. 


C. Human experience teaches it. 
Some years ago while, helping 
in a Brush Arbor meeting in South 
Georgia I was called upon to visit 
a sick man. One evening I talked 
to him about the importance of 
life and death. With a half sneer 
he rejected God’s plan. At two 
o’clock in the morning his family 
heard a scream in his room. They 
rushed in and found him writh- 
ing in dreadful pain as his life 
was slipping away. Suddenly, with 
his face in a contortion of agony, 
he shouted with all his remaining 
“Lost! Lost! Lost!” 

It is said that Voltaire, the 
French atheist, said as he lay on 
his deathbed, “I am taking a fear- 
ful leap into the dark.” 

In England I was told of a man 
who rejected Christ throughout 
the fifty-two years of his life. 
Hardened and obstinate, he con- 
tinued in his rejection until one 
day he was stricken with a heart 
attack. Before losing conscious- 
ness, he cried, “I can feel the 
flames of hell-fire.” 

These are not deathbed scenes 
which we can ignore and shun 
because they are repulsive to our 
thinking. These are ual experi- 
ences that take place every day 
when men die outside of God. 
They play their part in life and 
go on their way without giving 
thought to spiritual matters, but 
when they come to die they are 
terrified. : 

Several years ago I came to 
know one of the finest young 
couples I have ever met. Deeply 
consecrated and wishing to fulfill 
God’s plan for their lives, they 
had set the sails of their lives 
toward South America. The track- 
less, malaria-infested jungles of 
the Upper Amazon held no horror 
for them. Both of them beamed 
with the radiance of an inward 
joy which a person outside of 
Christ cannot know, understand 
or explain. 

Suddenly this young woman was 
stricken with a dreadful disease. 
The doctor announced that she 
couldn’t last an hour. Several 
friends were in the room. Her 
young husband was _ tremblingly 
holding her hand. Suddenly she 
sat up in bed. Her face glowed 
like the noonday sun; her sky- 
blue eyes sparkled like diamonds. 
She exclaimed in a loud voice, 
“Walter! Walter! He is wonderful, 
He is wonderful—more wonderfy] 
than I ever dreamed.” And she 
was gone. 

I shall never forget when the 
old grocer in my home town pass- 
ed away. He gripped his wife’s 
hand and said, “Listen to the 
music. It sounds like a thousand 
choirs. It is the angelic chorus 
welcoming me home.” Then he 
went to be present with Christ. 

Near his eighty-third birthday, 
Dr. Harris Gregg, one of the 
greatest and most. beloved Bi- 
ble expositors America has ever 
known, summoned his family. He 
had been ill with pneumonia. He 
read the Bible, then, propped up in 
bed, began to pray. Suddenly, 
with the glory of salvation on his 
face he said, “Father, I commend 
my spirit to Thee.” Then he was 
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there is something beyond the 
grave, that those who live godly 
lives in Christ Jesus are going 
to a different place than those 
who live their own lives in their 
own way and leave God complete- 
ly out. 


Ill. What is the Nature 
of Hell? 


There are several words used 
in the Bible which are translated 
in the Authorized Version as 
“hell.” The Hebrew word skeol 
is used thirty-one times in the Old 
Testament and means the “un- 
seen state.” Often the words “sor- 
row,” “pains” and “destruction” 
are used in connection with the 
term. 

In the New Testament we find 
three Greek words translated 
“hell.” The first is hades, used 
ten times. Its meaning is virtually 
the same as sheol, the “unseen 
world.” Judgment and suffering 
are usually connected with it, for 
example, in Luke 16:23, where the 
rich man is described as being in 
great torments in hades. The word 
tartarus is used only once, in II 
Peter 2:4, where Peter says the 
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persuaded that the Bughouse 
Square audience deserved to hear 
him speak. Accordingly he went to 
the park, mounted the soap box 
and gave the old shop-worn argu- 
ments as to why there is no God 
and ended his lecture a la Ingersoll 
by holding his watch in his hand 
and daring God to kill him. Noth- 
ing happened; so he stepped down 
he said, “Unless you can give a 
valid reason for my still being 
alive, you can never again be- 
lieve there is a God.” 

A young Moody student im- 
mediately mounted the box, fac- 
ed the crowd, and said: 
“Friends, just a few minutes 
ago as I was walking down Clark 
Street to come here, a little boy 
came out of an alley and stepped 
in front of me. I had never seen 
him before but he doubled up his 
fists, looked up into my face and 
with hatred in his eyes and an- 
ger in his voice he yelled, 

“Tf you wanna fight just start 
something’. I ain’t scared of you, 
ya big coward! Ya dirty bully! 
G’wan an’ hit me—I dare ya to!’ 
“Then that little boy.” the 
student went on, “began toswear 
and call me vile names as he 
continued daring me to hit him. 
Of course I could have slapped 
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him  head-over-heels with one 
hand but nothing was further 
from my mind. He was dressed in 
rags and was dirty from head to 
foot. He needed a haircut, looked 
like he might be hungry and 
was certainly miserable. As I saw 
the hatred and bitterness in his 
face and heard the vile words 
pouring from his lips, I pitied 
him with all my heart. I longed 
to help him, to bathe him, dress 
him, feed him and help him find 
a home, but when I spoke kind- 
ly to him he cursed and reviled 
me all the more. Sadly I stepped 
around him and came on down 
the street. 

“Imagine my amazement when 
I found the same scene being 
enacted here! Back there a dirty 
little boy stepped up on the side- 
walk and dared me to strike him. 
Here a dirty little man stepped 
up on a soap box and dared God 
to kill him! I did not strike the 
boy because I pitied him and 
longed to help him, clean him up, 
dress him and give him a home. 
God did not kill this man be- 
cause He loves him and longs to 
save him, cleanse him from his 
sins, clothe him in a robe of 
righteousness, feed him the 
Bread of Life and give him a 
home in Heaven.” 


A red-faced atheist hurriedly 
left as the boy calmly continued 
to preach the gospel. I do not 
know his text but = it 
was II Peter 3:9, 


“The Lord is not slack con- 
cerning his promise; as some men 
count slackness; but is longsuf- 
fering to us-ward, not willing 
that any should perish, but that 
all should come to repentance.”

disobedient angels were cast out 
to tartarus. The idea expressed 
here indicates a place of judg- 
ment, such as a prison. Finally, 
the word gehenna is used eleven 
times, ten times by Christ, and 
once by James. The term means 
“The Valley of Hinnom,” which 
was a place outside the city of 
Jerusalem where rubbish and 
debris were burned continually. 
One could see the smoke rising 
at any hour of the day. Thus 
Jesus used what is common know- 
ledge among the people to illus- 
trate a great spiritual truth. No- 
tice that the thought of .burning 
is often associated with Hell. 

Wherever I go, on both sides 
of the Atlantic, hundreds of young 
people have asked, “Does the Bible 
teach that there is a real fire in 
Hell?” Today in evangelical cir- 
cles two primary views are held 
concerning this: The first main- 
tains that the Bible uses symbolic 
language when it speaks of fire 
in Hell. Those that hold this view 


use such Scripture passages as 
James 3:5-6: “Even so the tongue 
is a little member, and boasteth 
great things. Behold, how great 
a matter a little fire kindleth! 
And the tongue is a fire, a world 
of iniquity: so is the tongue 
among our members, that it de- 
fileth the whole body, and setteth 
on fire the course of nature; and 
it is set on fire of hell.” 

They say, ‘Surely James doesn’t 
mean that every time one’s tongue 
slanders another person a literal 
flame is kindled in one’s mouth.” 
They say that the fire to which 
the apostle refers is, of course, far 
worse than simple combustion. It 
is the fire which destroys men’s 
character, for example, malice, 
hatred, jealousy, strife. 

Using the story of the rich man 
and Lazarus, those that hold to 
this view show that the rich 
man was tormented in flame while 
he was a disembodied spirit. “How 
can this be?” they ask. The flame 
again is a symbol. 


There are others who believe 
equally strongly that there is 
literal fire in Hell. They say that 
in the Old Testament, God many 
times uses fire as a means of 
punishment for sin. They say that 
fire is a proper symbol of the 
wrath of God and is so used 
throughout the Bible. In Genesis 
19:24 we read that God rained 
fire and brimstone upon Sodom 
and Gomorrah. 

Nadab and Abihu, the sons of 
Aaron, were destroyed by fire be- 
cause of their sin. 

In- Numbers 11:1-2 we read of 
God’s punishment by fire of the 
rebels of the entire nation of 
Israel. 

We read in the seventh chapter 
of Joshua that Achan was stoned 
and then burned by fire as a pun- 
ishment for sin. Second Kings 
1:10-12 tells us that Elijah asked 
God to let fire come down from 
Heaven and consume a group of 
soldiers, and there came down fire 
from heaven and consumed them. 

Revelation tells us that fire is 
frequently used as a means of 
punishment. 


Throughout the Old Testament 
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the burnt offerings and the ani- 
mal sacrifices pictured by fire 
the wrath of God upon sin. Two 
things stand out in our minds as 
we read God’s Word as it speaks 
of these sacrifices: the blood and 
the fire. Those that hold to this 
view refer to the scores of Scrip- 
ture passages which use the word 
“fire” in connection with the pun- 
ishment for sin and Hell. 

Whether there is really literal 
fire in Hell or not, all these are 
descriptions of God’s hatred for 
sin and they portray a Bible truth. 

Certainly Hell is not less real, 
but more so. Hell will be a place 
where the flames of lust and pas- 
sion and hatred will burn through- 


out eternity. It will be a place 
where the darkness of man’s sin 
will be unrelieved by the bright- 
ness of His presence. 

If there is no fire in Hell, then 
God is using symbolical language 
to indicate something far worse. 
Certainly no words in any lan- 
guage of the world can describe 
the awfulness and the horrible- 
ness of spending age after age 
without God, without hope, with- 
out light, where the fire is never 
quenched and the worm dieth not. 

Let’s consider the Bible’s de- 
scription of Hell. Let’s find out 
how God’s Holy Word describes 
this awful place:

I am often asked why I, an evangelist founded 
an educational institution and what is my explana- 
tion of the unparalleled growth of this institution 
and how it has been able in so short a time to 
make so many worldwide contacts. I am also some- 
times asked why the institution does not hold 
organic membership in a regional educational as- 
sociation. In order to avoid unnecessary corres- 
pondence and verbal explanation, I have decided 
to: print the answers to these inquiries and have 
the information available who desire it. 


Those on the inside of the organization of 
Bob Jones University know that there is no possible 
human explanation for what has been accomplish- 
ed. Young people probably travel a greater average 
distance to attend the university than they do to 
attend any other school in the world. The uni- 
versity has enrolled students from all the states 
and twenty-five foreign countries. 


We matriculated last year approximately three 
thousand students, and almost one thousand of 
these were young men preparing for the ministry. 
These young men represented thirty-five different 
Protestant denominations. There were six hundred 
young’ men and young women preparing for the 
foreign mission field. Since the university is no 
more a preachers’ school or missionary school than 
it is a teachers’ school, a business school, a music 
school, a speech school, or some other kind of 
school, this large enrollment of ministerial and 
missionary students is naturally the result of the 
great spiritual emphasis of the institution. 


-I am sixty-five years old, and I began to preach 
at the age of fifteen. I have never been in favor 
of the organic. union of the Protestant religious 
denominations, but I have learned from experience 
that spiritually minded orthodox Christians can 
work together without any compromise if the first 
emphasis is put upon the commonly accepted 
fundamental essentials of our Christian faith rather 
than upon some doctrinal interpretation that 
divides evangelicals. I have seen cultured, formal, 
conservative theologians and religious conservatives 
who were inclined to be rather emotional work 


together in evangelistic campaigns, and I have 
noted that they react on each other in a most 
helpful way. . 


I have found that there is an idea abroad 
among certain religious liberals that if a person 
believes in what is usually called the “old-time re- 
ligion,” he must, so to speak, have a greasy nose, 
dirty fingernails, baggy pants, and he musn’t shine 
his shoes or comb his hair. I’d like such religious 
liberals to know that I have met literally thou- 
sands of young people in the conservative religious 
groups who are greatly interested in the best pos- 
sible cultural training, but they desire such train- 
ing in an educational institution where they can 
build their Christian faith. I have also met hun- 
dreds of young people from conservative Christian 
homes who went off to a certain type of educa- 
tional institution seeking culture and who later 
came back to their parents having lost their faith 
and sometimes their morals. 


While carrying on my evangelistic work I 
have, of course, come in contact with a number of 
good orthodox denominational schools as well as 
a number of good orthodox @éndependent religious 
schools. These institutions were, of course, doing 
a good work in their special fields of Christian 
service. The orthodox denominational schools, how- 
ever, were founded not just to emphasize the fun- 
damental doctrines which are generally accepted 
by all evangelicals but also to teach and emphasize 
special doctrinal interpretations held by the de- 
nominations which these schools represent. Natu- 
rally, young people from evangelical groups who 
do not accept such special denominational inter- 
pretations, are not inclined to attend these de- 
nominational schools. If a denominational school 
does emphasize the special doctrines of the de- 
nomination which it represents, it, of course, is 
not true to the denomination which founded it and 
supports it financially. The more a denominational 
school emphasizes its special denominational doc- 
trinal*positions, the less appeal it has to evangelical 
young people who do not accept such doctrinal 
interpretations. There are denominational schools 
that are no longer denominational except in name. 
Such educational institutions are either interde- 
nominational in spirit or very liberal religiously. 
Most of the independent orthodox schools were, of 
course, founded to give emphasis to the generally 
accepted fundamental doctrines of the Christian 
faith, but in addition, these schools either in their 
beginning emphasized some special doctrinal inter- 
pretation or later developed a doctrinal emphasis 
or an ,educational slant which limits their appeal 
to certain groups of evangelical young people. 


So after prayerfully considering the matter, I 
felt deep down in my heart that the Lord, wanted 
me to found a school that would meet a growing 
need by appealing to an unusually fine type of 
evangelical young people all over the world, re- 
gardless of their denominational affiliation. I knew 
that such a school must be uncompromisingly 
orthodox and definitely and spiritually evangelistic. 
It must teach its students that regardless of 
whether they are preachers, missionaries, teachers, 
lawyers, physicians, businessmen, businesswomen, 
housewives, farmers, or whatever they are, that 
their main business in life is to witness for and 
win people to the Lord Jesus Christ. Such an edu- 
cational institution would have to have administra- 
tive officers who not only are in sympathy with 
the doctrinal position and evangelistic emphasis 
of the school but who also especially trained to fit 
into the program. The training of such an adminis- 
trative staff has been our most difficult task, but 
God has helped us accomplish it. 


I knew that the educational institution I was 
going to found and build had to have the very high- 
est cultural and academic standards. Such stan- 
dards were essential to the purposes we had in 
view—that is, training Christian young people to 
go out into the world as good show-window ma- 
terial for the Lord Jesus Christ. 


As a young man I had attended a good old- 
time denominational Southern college. I took 
Greek, Latin; mathematics, and the other subjects 
that were then usually offered by such institutions. 
However, in my evangelistic work I naturally had 
not kept in close touch with the development of 


modern educational academic standardization, but 
I had this advantage: I knew I didn’t know how 
to standardize a school academically. So I called 
into conference two or three of the most pro- 
gressive and up-to-date educational authorities I 
knew, and I asked them to standardize our school 
academically according to the purposes we had in 
mind. I said, “I want these academic standards to 
be accurate enough to pass ‘muster’ in any institu- 
tion anywhere in America.” I told these scholars 
that we were going to give music and speech 
without additional cost above academic tuition. 
These educators standardized our*academic work 
so satisfactorily that Bob Jones College was ac- 


weeks after it opened. We have always insisted 
that an educational institution with the right kind 
of spiritual standards will maintain the highest 
possible academic standards. 


After Bob Jones College, now Bob Jones Uni- 
versity, had been in operation for a while, we 
brought from time to time educational experts into 
the school to observe our work and to get their 
reaction to the spirit and emphasis of the institu- 
tion. After talking with these experts and making 
our own observations, we knew that we had some- 
thing—yes, something that has an appeal to the 
best type of young people from the best families 
in all sections of America, as well as from other 
lands. Young people can get good music and speech 
training without additional cost above academic 
tuition in this institution where at all times an 
effort is made to give the Lord Jesus Christ the 
pre-eminent place. Last school year we had almost 
a thousand students who took Greek and a number 
who took Hebrew, Latin, German, Spanish, Italian, 
Swedish, Russian, Chinese, and Japanese. Most of 
the modern languages are taught by people who 
speak the native tongue. 


The religion in our schooi is a natural sort of 
thing. We teach our students that life is not divided 
between the secular and the sacred but that all 
legitimate things are sacred to a Christian. We 
tell them that learning a lesson or doing the rou- 
tine work of school life is just as sacred as singing 
in a choir or preaching a sermon. There never has 
been an educational institution that had a more 
practical approach to the everyday problems of 
life than has Bob Jones University. 


After the university was well established, we 
checked very carefully all the standards of the 
Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools to see whether it would be possible for our 
institution to hold organic membership in this 
Association without sacrificing any of our admin- 
istrative policies which set us apart for the special 
task to which we feel God has called us. After 
careful consideration and much thought and after 
advising with our scholarly, educational]. friends 
who had helped us in setting up our standards 


' The following is the second paragraph of the 
charter of Bob Jones University. All executives 
and members of the faculty sign once a year a 
creel eovering the doctrinal statements in this 
paragraph. 


“The general nature and object of the corpora- 
tion shall be to conduct an institution of learning 
for the general education of youth in the essentials 
of culture and in the arts and sciences, giving 
special emphasis to the Christian religion and the 
ethics revealed in the Holy Scriptures; combatting 
all atheistic, agonstic, pagan, and so-called scientific

The 
Department of Education of the State of Tennessee 
certainly would not discriminate against Bob Jones 
College as long as it is academically meeting the 
Tennessee teacher training requirements.” 


So if our method of employing teachers were 
the only problem, we probably would face no diffi- 
culty about our administrative policies. But there 
are a number of administrative adjustments which 
we might have to make in order to get into the 
association. Even if we did not have to make any 
administrative adjustments to get in, there would 
be after we got into the association a constant 
temptation to make administrative adjustments 
which would take out of this Christian institution 
the. spirit that has made the school What it is. 
We dare not take any such chances. God has been 
too good to Bob Jones University. 


Under Standard 16 of the Southern Associa- 
tion handbook, we read these words: “If adequate 
information were obtainable in regard to the atti- 
tudes and achievements of those who have attend- 
ed an institution, it would serve as a slfficient 
single standard for accrediting.” 


I like that. That has the American ring. It 
simply says that if you can show that you have 
delivered the goods, you had the goods to deliver. 
Bob Jones University would be glad to join any 
educational association on the basis of the acade- 
mic and other results which it has accomplished 
and is accomplishing with the understanding that 
the membership of the institution will cease if at 
any time it does not continue to produce the 
academic and other results which it has produced 
and is producing. It is our opinion that under our 
system of government the only way any educational 
institution should be judged or accredited is by 
the results the institution produces. I hope some 
day that Standard 16 of the Southern Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools will be accepted 
by all educational associations as the only basis 
required for membership in these associatiouis.

HITTING THE SKIDS 


Less Easy Money One of 
Reasons for Decline 


Chicago, April 23—(UP)— 
The nation’s postwar boom in 
divorces is on the decline. 

The number of divorces . 
reached record proportions 
last year, but during the first 
three months of 1947 the trend 
changed abruptly, a nation- 
wide United Press survey 
showed. »« 

Judges, lawyers, sociologists 
and other authorities attrib- 
uted the drop in the divorce 
rate to three major factors: 


MOST of the hasty, ill- 
advised wartime marriages al- . 
ready have been dissolved. 


LESS easy money for both 
sexes has made for fewer 
divorces. 


‘MANY women who were 
economically independent dur- 
ing the war have returned to 
housekeeping, thus cementing 
family relationships. 

Courts Stricter 

In many cities, the survey 
indicated, the downward trend 
was the direct result of strict- 
er rulings by judges and re- 
newed church crusades against 
divorce, 

Mrs. M. V. Smith, prominent 
Memphis (Tenn.), divorce at- 
torney, said last year’s di- 
vorce boom was largely a 
case of “Loose money, loose 
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mndrals.” 

There was even a a downward 
trend at Reno, Nev., the na- 
tion’s divorce mecca. During 
the first three months of this 

~year there were 1,532 di- 
vorces, compared with 2,251 
for the same period last year. 

The survey showed by cities: 


NEW YORK—Divorces for 
the first quarter of 1946 to- 
taled 1,160; for 1947, 1,171. 


CLEVELAND—For the first 
three months last year, 2,721; 
for the same period this year, 
1,842. 

DETROIT—Divorces grant- 
ed in the first quarter of last 
year, 3,091; in the same period 
this year, 2,631. 

SAN FRANCISCO—Divorc- 
es filed this year totaled 1,448, 
compared with 1,845 filed in 
the corresponding period last 
year.

that ye have received, let him be 
accursed” (Gal. 1:8, 9). 


The reason for this stern de- 
nunciation of false preachers will 
become apparent when it is seen 
that apart from the death of 
Christ for our sins, salvation is 
impossible. Most clearly and fully 
is it taught in the Sacred Scrip- 
tures that He endured the penalty 
of sin on the cross; and never 
until the sinner accepts this as 
true, trusting in Him as the only 
Saviour, does he pass out § of 
death into life. “When we were yet 
without strength, in due time 
Christ died for thé ungodly. For 
scarcely for a righteous man will 
one die; yet peradventure for a 
good man for rather, the good 
man] some would even dare to 
die. But God commendeth his love 
toward us, [He places it in a 
striking point of view] in that, 
while we were yet sinners, Christ 
died for us (Rom. 5:6-8). If dy- 
ing for a righteous man and “the 
good one,” as Rotherham renders 
it, means, as it obviously does, 
dying in their place, in their room, 
in their stead, so as to keep them 
from dying, it is equally obvious 
that the death of Christ was in 
the place, in the room, in the stead 
of the ungodly and sinners, to 
keep those who believe on Him 
from eternal death. 


It is further said, He “gave him- 
self for our sins, that he might 
deliver us from this present evil 
world, according to the will of 
God and our Father” (Gal. 1:4). 
Professor Smeaton well remarks, 
“The expression means that He 
gave Himself on account of sin; 
that His death stood in the same 
relation to sin as death uniformly 
does,—that is, that death was in 
His.case, too, the wages of sin. 
And the consequence is as follows: 
If the Lord died for our sins, they 
whom He represented do not re- 
quire to die for their own sins. If, 
in the moral government of God, 
our sins were the.cause of Christ’s 
death, there can be no second 
exaction of the penal consequences 
from us personally.” Of course, 
it was only as our substitute He 


could pay the wages of sin, de- 


clared to be “death”? (Rom. 6:23), 
for it is everywhere affirmed of 
Him that He ‘knew no sin” (II 


Cor. 5:21), that He was ‘“with- 
out sin” (Heb. 4:15), that He did 
no sin” (I Pet. 2:22), that “in 


him is no sin” (I John 3:5). But 
it is the testimony of Ged’s Word 
from first to last, in type in 
prophecy, in psalm, in narrative, 
in plain doctrinal teaching, that 
the sinless One took our place and 
endured the punishment of sin in 
our stead, leaving the happy be- 
liever to sing— 


Complete atonement Thou hast 
made, 

And to the utmost farthing paid, 

Whate’er Thy people owed; 

How, then, can wrath on me take 
place, 

Now standing in God’s righteous- 
ness, 

And sprinkled by the blood?

“Christ was once offered to bear 
the sins of many; and unto them 
that look for him shall he ap- 
pear the second time, without sin, 
[apart from sin], unto salvation” 
(Heb. 9:28). “Who his own self 
bare our sins in his own body on 
the tree, that we, being dead to 
sins, should live unto righteous- 
ness: by whose stripes ye were 
healed” (I Peter 2:24). “Christ 
also hath once suffered for sins, 
the just for the unjust, that he 
might bring us to God” (I Peter 
3:18). If the mind and heart are 
subject to the authority of the Bi- 
ble, but one conclusion can _ be 
drawn from such passages as 
these. It is that the suffering of 


Christ were vicarious, or borne 


jas our substitute, and that His 


death was atoning or sacrificial 
in its character. Nor must the 
dignity of His person be forgotten 
in seeking to give to this great 
fact its proper value. “God, who 
at sundry times and in divers 
manners, spake in time past unto 
the fathers by the prophets, hath 
in these last days spoken unto, 
us by his Son, whom he hath 
appointed heir of all _ things, 
by whom also he made the 
worlds; who being. the..brightness 
of his glory, andthe express image 
of his person, and upholding © all 
things by the word of his power, 
whén he had -by himself purged 
our sins, sat down on the right 
hand of the Majesty on high” 
(Heb. 1:1-3). \ 


We are not surprised, therefore, 
to find that when “holy men of 
God spake as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost” (II Peter 
1:21), they were constant witness- 
es of Him, “who, being in the form 
of God, thought it not robbery to 
be equal with God; but made him- 
self of no reputation, [emptied 
himself], and took upon him the 
form of a servant, and was made 
in the likeness of men: and being 
found in fashion as a man, he 
humbled himself, and became 
obedient unto death, even the 
death of the cross” (Phil. 2:6-8). 
These men uttered their messages 
in little groups, or at intervals 
through a period of about sixteen 
hundred years, but there is the 
most perfect agreement in their 
testimony concerning the coming, 
the character, and the work of a 
divine Deliverer as there is con- 
cerning the unity of the Godhead, 
although surrounded all the time 
by the polytheism of heathen na- 
tions, and nearly all the time 
by the base idolatry of their own 
countrymen. 


From the day the seed of the 
women was mentioned in the Gar- 
den of Eden, redemption through 
His blood was announced with an 
unvarying uniformity, not less re- 
markable than it is conclusive of 
the superhuman origin of the 
Sacred Scriptures. It is seen in 
the first recorded act of worship, 
when the bloody offering of. Abel 
was “a more excellent sacrifice” 
than the fragrant flowers and 
fruits of Cain, being presented ‘“‘by 
faith,” and “God testifying of his 
gifts,” not of his person (Gen. 4:4, 
5; Heb. 11:4). It is seen in the 
blood of the burnt-offerings that 
stained the altar after the deluge, 
and. that stayed the curse from 
smiting the ground any more for 
man’s sake (Gen. 8:21). It is 
seen in the ransom of the Israel- 
ites from Egyptian bondage 
through the sprinkled blood of a 
lamb without blemish, God saying 
to His people, “When I see the 
blood, I will pass over you, and 
the plague shall not be upon you 
to destroy you, when I smite the 
land of Egypt” (Exod. 12:13).-He 
did not say, when I see the blood 
and something else, the blood and 
your feelings, the blood and your 
repentance, the blood and your 
sincere efforts, the blood and your 
good works; nor did He say, when 
you see the blood, but when I 
see the blood; for the blood alone 
in its perfect efficacy stood 
between them and destruction; and 
the timid mother and little child 
were as Safe, sheltered behind the 
blood, as were Moses and Aaron. 
‘here was not a Jewish festival, nor 
the beginning cf a month, nor a 
sabbath, nor a morning, nor an 
evening, nor a burnt-offering, nor 
a peace-offering, nor a sin-offer- 
ing, nor a trespass-offering, that 
did not remind Jehovah’s redeemed 
nation of the absolute necessity 
of blood as the only way of access 
into His presence, and of accep- 
tance in His sight. Especially was 
this essential truth deeply im- 
pressed upon their attention on 
the great day of atonement. Blood 
was taken by the high priest into 
the most holy place, and sprinkled 
upon the mercy-seat eastward, and 
seven times before the mercy-seat, 
and then coming forth, he laid 
both his hands upon the head of 
the live goat, and confessed over 
him “all the iniquities of the chil- 
dren of Israel, and all their trans- 
gressions in all their sins, putting 
them upon the head of the goat’

(Lev. 16:21, 22), so that they 
were borne entirely away. This 


in the next chapter by the central 
truth of revelation, “It is the 
blood that maketh an atonement 
for the soul” (Lev. 17:11). No 
wonder the Psalmist exclaimed, 
“How amiable are thy tabernacles, 
O Lord of hosts;” for the blood 
which everywhere met his eye 
showed that sin was put away. 


It would be easy to multiply 
quotations from various books of. 
the Old Testament, but this would | 
be needless after reading the testi- 
mony of the evangelical prophet 
concerning the suffering Messiah. 
“He was wounded [margin, tor- 
mented] for our transgressions, he 
was bruised for our iniquities: the 
chastisement of our peace was 
upon him; and with his strips 
[margin, bruise] we are healed. 
All we, like sheep, have gone 
astray, we have turned every one 
to his own way; and the Lord 
hath laid on him the iniquity of us 
all... . For the transgression 
of my people was he stricken. 
And he made his grave with the 
wicked, and with the rich in his 
death, [margin, deaths]; because 
he had done no violence, neither 
was any deceit in his mouth. Yet 
it pleased the Lord to bruise him; 
he hath put him to grief: when 
thou shalt make his soul an of- 
fering for sin, he shall see his 
seed, he shall prolong his days, 
and the pleasure of the Lord shall 
prosper in his hand. He shall see 
of the travail of his soul, and 
shall be satisfied: by his know- 
ledge shall my righteous servant 
justify many; for he shall bear 
their iniquities;” or as the last 
verse may be a little more strict- 


ly rendered, “By the knowledge}. . 


of Himself shall One that is right- 
ous, my _ servant bring right- 
ousness unto many: and their in- 
quities He shall bear” (Isa.

His introduction to the expec- 
tant multitude by John the Baptist 
on the banks of the Jordan was 
in strict harmony with all that 
had been revealed about Him by 
the prophets: ‘Behold the Lamb 
of God, which taketh away [mar- 
gin, beareth] the sin of the world” 
(John 1:29); not of the Jew only 
but also of the Gentile. It will be 
admitted by all that He knew the 
design of His mission, the purpose 
of His death, and we hear Him 
saying just before He went to‘the 
cross, “This is my blood of the 


own blood” (Acts 20:28); 


new testament for covenant]

to that singular death are of little 
consequence, when He Himself de- 
clares it was intended to secure 
the remission of sins through His 
‘blood.

‘neither by the blood of goats 
and calves, but by his own blood, 
he entered in once into the holy 
place, having obtained eternal re- 
demption” (Heb. 9:12); “without 
shedding of blood is no remission” 
(Heb. 9:22); -“having therefore, 
brethren, boldness to enter. into 
the holiest by the blood of Jesus” 
(Heb. 10:19); “the blodd of 
sprinkling that speaketh better 
things than that of Abel” (Heb. 
12:24); “ye were not redeemed 
with corruptible things, as silver 
and gold, .... but with the preci- 
ous blood of Christ, as of a lamb 


without blemish and without. spot” 


(I Pet. 1:18, 19); “God is light,

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BILLY GRAHAM REVIVAL IN BOSTON

BOSTON, MASS.—Revival fires 


swept Boston and all of New Eng- 
land in a unprecedented 18-day 
evangelistic campaign conducted 
by Dr. Billy Graham of Minne- 
apolis and his co-workers when 
more than 3,000 people accepted 
Christ as Saviour during the ser- 
ies. 

“Revival fires are blazing,” de- 
clared Dr. Harold John Ockenga, 


Church, sponsor of the meetings. 
“I feel that America’s long-pray- 
ed-for revival is breaking,” echoed 
Dr. Graham, 3l-year old president 
of Northwestern Schools and vice 
president of Youth For Christ In- 
ternational. 

Climaxing the tremendous out- 
pouring of the Holy Spirit was a 
humanly-amazing closing meeting 
on Monday, January 16, when 
16,000 people jampacked Boston 
Garden, with an additional 10,000 
turned away. When Dr. Graham 
gave the invitation, 1,500 people 
(newspapers said 2,500) walked 
to the front to accept Christ as 
personal Saviour—just as many 
as were converted in the previous 
17 days. Delegations came from 
six New England. states for the 
mammoth meeting. 

The revival has not stopped. Be- 
cause no suitable auditorium could 
be found, the series concluded on 
January 16 when the 16,000 at- 
tendance boosted the total attend- 
ance to 105,000. Dr. Graham and 
his co-workers, Cliff Barrows, 
Grady Wilson, Beverly Shea and 


Carlton Booth, will return to Bos-| | 


ton and 12 New England cities 
in late March and April, climaxing 


with four nights in the Boston’ | 


Garden on April 19-22. 

The campaign was unique in so 
many ways that it could be de- 
scribed as nothing else but the 
moving of God. Before it was over, 
Park Street Church and its plan- 


ned 8-day series found itself the 7 


center of a New England revival, 
with more than 75 Boston area 
churches co-operating actively in 
the rallies. Starting on what is 
perhaps the worst evangelistic 
night of any year, New Year’s 
Eve, the meetings were moved to 
four different auditoriums to ac- 
commodate crowds. They started 
in Mechanics Hall on New Year’s 
Eve, when 6,000 people packed 
the building. On 12 hours’ notice, 
another 6,000 were out the next 
Sunday afternoon. Mechanics Hall, 
the Park Street Church and the 
Boston Opera House were used 
in the following days, winding up 
with the mammoth service in the 
Boston Garden. 

Boston newspapers in this town 
which is 74 per cent Catholic and 
15 per cent Unitarian gave the 
campaign front page _ position 
every day of the 18 days. Pictures 
up into the hundreds as well as 
daily cartoons by Boston’s leading 
cartoonists dotted the pages. The 
Boston Post ran a three-install- 
ment story on Graham’s life. 

In two weeks in Boston, there 
were as many converts as in the 
entire eight weeks of the cam-

paign held by Billy Graham in 
Los Angeles in the fall of 1949. 
Equally significant is the fact that 
revival fires now have been felt 
on both ‘coasts, 3,000 miles apart. 

Conversion experiences were 
thrilling. One night at the altar 
a mother and her son met, each 
coming down a different aisle to 
accept Christ. A number of mil- 
lionaries were converted. People 
came from all walks of life. They 
stopped members of the team on 
the streets of Boston and thanked 
them for bringing them to Christ. 

Boston and its suburbs have not 
been shaken for God in this gen- 
eration such as occurred Decem- 
ber 31-January 16. The crowd in 
Boston Garden was the iargest 
ever converged on Boston Garden 
—political, sports or otherwise. 
Twenty-five hundred people stood 
for three hours in the waiting 
room below, hearing the program 
by loud speaker. Dr. Graham was 
forced to preach to overflow 
crowds at both the Opera House 
and Mechanics Hall, standing 
bareheaded in the chilly weather 
to preach and give an invitation, 


About 100 accepted Christ in those 
meetings. ' 

Intellectual leaders at some of 
the schools in the area were won 
to Christ. Students came to scoff 
and instead found Christ. The 
student council at Boston Uni- 
versity gave the campaign unani- 
mous endorsement. 


“This is no man-directed thing,” 
Dr. Graham told the great throng 
in the Garden. “This is a move- 
ment of God. The prayers of 
God’s people for revival are being 
answered.” 


Dr. Graham was privileged to 
offer the opening prayer at a ses- 
sion of the Massachusetts State 
Legislature at the invitation of 
minority leader Charles Gibbons of 
Stoneham, Mass. A number of the 
legislators attended the meetings. 

“The campaign did not end on 
January 16,” Dr. Ockenga an- 
nounced. “It will be resumed the 
last week in March. In the mean- 
time, more than 10,000 prayer 
meetings will be instigated for a 
tremendous spiritual awakening 
in New England.”
